CHANGES METHOD 
OF MAKING AWARD 


Highway Commission Bill, Signed by 
Governor, Makes New Provis- 
* 
ions for Road Letting 


COMMISSIONERS 
TO 
GET 
AID 


State Engineer 
Will 
Advise 
With 
Local Board— Not to Effect 
Contracts Awarded 


Since it is certain that the state 
highway commission bill has become 
a law' by Governor Goodrich’s signa­ 
ture, the extent of the law’s effeet 
in Rush county has been the cause 
for much inquiry. 


The new law will change the man­ 
ner 
in 
which road contracts 
in 
Rush 
and 
other 
counties 
are 
awarded. 
Instead of the question 
being 
left entirely with the county 
commissioners they 
will have the 
advice of an engineer from the state 
commission created by the bill. One 
point of contest in the measure was 
that of giving the commission 
the 
right 
to award 
contracts. 
This 
point was compromise by the amend­ 
ment which provides that the county 
commissioners 
are 
empowered 
to 
award contracts as they do now hut 
such contracts must be approved by 
the engineer. 
If the commissioners 
and engineer are unable to agree on 
contracts within five days the mat­ 
ter is taken from the hands of the 
commissioners by the state commis­ 
sion. 


It is not believed that the new’ law 
will have any effeet upon the several 
roads to be built in Rush 
county 
this summer 
as the contracts have 
already been awarded. 
However, it 
is contended in some quarters that 
under the new' law the state commis - 
don will be required to send engi­ 
neers to inspect the w'ork and pass 
judgment on whether or not it is be­ 
ing done according to the specifica­ 
tions. 
Hereafter the state commis­ 
sion will 
likely make recommenda- . 
tions for roads before the contracts 
are awarded. 


One of the important reasons for 
creating 
a state highway 
commis­ 
sion was to make it possible for the 
state to secure the federal appropri­ 
ation for the improvement of rural 
route roads. 
The federal law pro­ 
vided 
that 
no state 
could get its 
share of this money unless it has a 
fully established 
highway 
commis­ 
sion. 
[Indiana 
has been precluded 
from securing its part of the money 
made 
available because there was 
no commission in the state. 
The commission will he organized 
as spon as the law is effective 
and 
an 
immediate 
application 
will be 
filed for the share of federal aid that 
has been apportioned to Indiana. 
The bill was one of the first ad­ 
ministration 
measures to be intro­ 
duced and has been the object of 
bitter attack by the big lobby op­ 
posed to it. 
Its fate hung in a bal­ 
ance for weeks and speculation as to 
whether it would be enacted w'as di­ 
vided until almost the last minute.

Now is the best time for spray 
for ihe cotton maple scale. Every­ 
body that lives in towns or 
cities 
know’s this pest. 
The females are 
responsible for those white, cottony, 
masses about the size of the tip of 
your little figures that you see ev­ 
ery 
spring- along the undersides of 
the branches of the maple 
trees. 
These are their egg sacs. 
The in­ 
sects are at present harmless look­ 
ing, flat, oval little things clinging 
so closely beneath the twigs 
and 
harmonizing so exactly with them in 
color that you may pass by 
hun­ 
dreds of them and 
never 
notice 
them. 
In 
June millions of tiny 
scales 
will hatch from the eggs and spread 
all over the leaves, whence 
those 
that survive, return again in 
the 
fall to the 
twigs 
and 
branches. 
While the maples are not noticeably 
afflicted, in one year by the pests, 
they may be seriously damaged a f­ 


ter several seasons and arc often 
killed completely. 


The standard winter spray for all 
scales is lime sulphur but 
sulphur 
acts chemically on the white lead 
used in house paint, forming a black 
compound and the result of 
using 
lime-sulphur on trees 
houses, 
is often a sickening discoloration of 
the latter, especially if they 
are 
painted in white. 
The scales, how­ 
ever, are not attached firmly to the 
bark and their bodies are soft and 
fleshly 
below. 
Consequently 
they 
are very susceptible 
to 
oil sprays. 
Kerosene emulsion is commonly re­ 
commended. 
Scale side is deadly to 
them. 
It may be used with least in- 
convience when the spray can 
he 
kept off of buildings, otherwise use 
lime-sulphur or an oil spray. The 
pests are now mostly on the under 
side of the twigs. 
Do not use any of these sprays 
after the buds begin to open.

Or, failing to explode, the balloon 
caught fire and you, to save your­ 
self, had to plunge downward at the 
tail end of a parachute with shrap­ 
nel bursting about you all the time?

Washington, March 8.—The 
sec­ 
retary of agireulture, D. F. Houston, 
has i>sued the following statement: 
There is nothing in the food situ­ 
ation of the country which justifies 
hysterical thinking or 
action. 
This 
is not a time for hysteria. 
Nor is 
1'his a time for the thought of the 
American people to 'be directed 
or 
dominated by those who have the in­ 
terests of another country primarily 
it heart or any aelftsh interest to 
further. 
The prices of foodstuffs are high. 
\ full and satisfactory explanation 
of prevailing prices is not 
possible 
on the basis of existing knowledge 
It is only recently that 
agencies 
have been created in the country to 
tucLy food distribution, and we have 
not all the necessary facts to enable 
ns to arrive at the 
truth. Where 
the food supply is located, who owns 
it, what may be the difficulties of se 
curing it, whether the local market 
conditions are due to car shortage, 
whether there is artificial manipula 
lion 
or control, no 
one can 
state 
with certainty . It is essential that 
we have the facts not only because 
of the light they might throw 
on 
present conditions but also because 
they are prerequisite for the work­ 
ing out of a permanent, just, ant 
economical 
system of 
marketing 
Therefore the investigation directed 
by the 
President ought to he made 
promptly and Congress ought to give 
the Federal Trade Commission ant 
the Department of Agriculture 
the 
necessary funds. Certainly such an 
investigation can not furnish imihe- 
diate relief, but it would be nbsurc 
to oppose it for this reason. 
It 
does not prevent any 
constructive 
action on. the part of any munici 
pal or local agencies. We must have 
the facts and the sooner'the investi 
gation is undertaken the better. 
I 
is highly probable that as' a result 
of it large permanent improvements 
may be made. 
For partial immediate relief, ev 
ery 
individual 
and 
community 
should consider earnestly the matter 
of food conservation and the limita 
tion of waste. As a Nation we seem 
to have a disdain qf economizing. In 
many homes there is a strong feel 
ing that it is ‘only decent’ to 
pfo 
vide more food than will be eaten 
and that it is demeaning to 
reckon 
closely. 
The experts 
of 
the 
l)e 
partment of Agriculture report 
to 
me that the dietary studies made by 
them point to an annual food waste 
of about $700,000,000. 
Of course 
the 
waste in families of very limit 
ed means is slight,"but in the fami­ 
lies of moderate and 
ample 
means 
the waste is considerable. 
Even if 
the estimate were 
reduced by half 
the waste would still he enormous. 
fI he lood waste in the household, 
the experts assert, results in large 
measure from bad preparation 
and 
bad cooking, from improper 
eare 
and handling, 
and, 
in well-to-do 
families, from 
serving 
an undue 
number of courses 
and an over­ 
abundant 
supply 
and 
failing to 
save and utilize the food not con­ 
sumed. 
As sin instance of improper 
handling, 
it is discovered 
that in 
the preparation of potatoes 20 per 
cent of the edible 
portion in many 
eases is discarded. 


I am informed that the belliger­ 
ents in Europe in dealing with their 
food situation have, up to this time, 
accomplished 
their purposes 
more 
largely 
through 
conservation 
of 
foods, regulation of the diet, limita­ 
tion of courses and quantities, and 
prevention 
of waste, 
rather 
than 
through direct eontrol of production 
or regulation of distribution under 
any sort of dictatorship. 
Only re­ 
cently has 
England 
indicated her 
intention to deal directly with 
pro­ 
duction. and in doing so has recog­ 
nized it as essential that the guar­ 
antee to farmers a reasonable min­ 
imum price over a period of years. 
Obviously, if fanners are to be in­ 
duced to increase acreage, a guar­ 
antee of a reasonable price of the 
Nation or the community seems nec- 
eessurv.

the same thinking and motives as 
other people. 
They are 
patriotic; 
but it is unlikely that they will un­ 
dertake greatly 
to .increase 
their 
output unless they 
are 
reasonably 
sure that it will be profitable for 
them to do so. 
One could.no more 
expect a farmer greatly to increase 
his product without a knowledge of 
the outcome, than he could expect 
a manufacturer to double the pro­ 
duction of shoes unless he knew that 
he could dispose of them profitably. 
Those who are urging that farmers 
be induced greatly to increase their 
acreage beyond 
that 
which their 
own judgment dictates, know very 
little about the psychology of fa r­ 
mers, or of other 
people 
for that 
matter, 
or about the 
fundamental 
necessities of the situation. 
As a 
matter of fact, farmers are going to 
do their own thinking in this matter 
and will not follow anybody’s dicta* 
tion. 
They are quite alert to the 
interplay of supply and demand, and 
respond 
quite as quickly 
as other 
people 
to the 
stimulus 
of high 
prices. Before 
touching upon this 
particular point 
further, 
a word 
should be said about the estimated 
fpod supply of the country for the 
current year. 
“The weather 
conditions during 
the growing 
season of 1916 were 
unfavorable in many parts of the 
world. 
They were distinctly unfav­ 
orable 
in this 
country. Although 
there was a large wheat acreage, ¿ 4 
weather conditions were such as to 
favor the appearance of the black- 
rust disease affecting wheat. 
The 
consequence was that although the 
acreage was large the yield was re­ 
latively small. 
The conditions were 


not especially 
favorable for corn 


and for some other important crops. 
Still the food output on the whole 
for the current year was not 
so 
small as to excite alarm. 
The corn 
crop 
was 
2,600,000,000 
bushels 
nearly the 
five-year 
average. 
The 


oat crop was above the five-year 
average, the barley very nearly the 
five-year average, rye ten millions 
bushels more than the five-year av­ 
erage, and rice 40.000,000 
bushels, 
as against 29,000,000 bushels 
the 
year before, and 24,500,000 bushels, 
the five-year average. 
The produ­ 
ction of kafir corn, a relatively new 
crop, was 50,000,000 bushels. 
The 
production 
oT peaches, 
37,000,000 
bushels, of pears 10,400,000 bushels 
and of apples 
67,500,000 
barrels, 
represents -approximately 
the five- 
year average, 
while 
the estimated 
production of oranges was 23,800,- 
000 boxes, or 2,600,000 
more than 
that 
of the 
preceding year. 
T'he 
crop of sugar beets was one of the 
largest ever produced. 
Meat 
pro­ 
ducts, likewise, 
w ere 
produced in 
larger 
quhntities, 
the 
estimated 
amount for the year being 22,378,- 
000,000 pounds 
as against a five- 
yçar 
average 
of 
19,712,000,000 
pounds, 
or 
2,000,000,000 
pounds 
greater than the output for the vear 
1915.

Now is the best time for spray 


fo.r the cotton maple scale. Every- 
body that.' fives' in' towns' or° cities 
knows this pest. 'The females are 
responsible for those white, cottony, 
masses about the size of the tip of 
your little figures that you see ev- 
ery spring along the undersides of 
the branches of the maple 
trees. 


These are their egg sacs'. The in- 
seets are at present harmless look- 
ing, flat, oval little things clinging 
so closely beneath the twigs 
.and 


harmonizing so exactly with them in 
color that you may pass by 
hun- 


dreds of them and 
never 
notice 


them. 


In June millions' of tiny 
scales 


will hatch from the eggs and spread 
all over the leaves, whence 
those 


that survive, return again in 
the 


fall to fhe 
twigs 
and 
branches. 


While the maples are not noticeably 
afflicted, in one year by the pests, 
they may be seriously damaged af- 


ter several seasons and . are often 
killed completely. 


The standard winter spray for all 


seales is lime sulphur but 
sulphur 


acts chemically on the white lead 
used in house paint, forming a black: 
compound and the result of 
using 


lime-sulphur on .trees -loesnirltaBses^ 
is often 'a sidkening discoloration otV! 
the latter, especially if they 
are 


painted in white. The scales, how- 
ever, are not attached firmly to the 
bark and.their bodies are soft and 
fleshly below. 
Consequently 
they 


are very susceptible ' to oil .sprays. 
Kerose'ne emulsion :is commonly re- 
commended. Scale side is deadly to' 
them.. Jt may be used with: least in- 
convience when the spray can 
be 


kept off of buildings,, otherwise use 
lime-sulphur or an-oil spray. The 
pests are now mostly on the under' 
side of the twigs.

hen to become broody or sit, if care 
is ta'ken to look into the nest, it will 
be seen that there are a few soft 
downy feathers 
being left there by

clucking noise, ruffling her feathers, 
and. packing at the intruder. 
When 


it is noted that a hen sits on 
the 


nest from two to three nights in suc- 
cession, and that most of the feath-

her ' breast, 


which should feel hot to the hand, 
she is ready to be transferred to a 
nest which has been prepared for

PRICES OF FOODSTUFFS HIGH 


Full Explanation is Not Ppssible on 


Basis of Existing Knowledge, 


He declares. 


Washington, March 8.—The sec- 


retary of agireulture, D. F. Houston, 
has issued the following statement: 


There is nothing in the food situ- 


ation of the country which justifies 
hysterical thinking or action. This 
is not a time for hysteria. 
Nor is 


this a time for' the thought of the 
American people to Ibe directed or 
dominated by those who'have the in- 
terests of another country primarily 
at heart or any%selfish, interest to 
further. 


The prices of foodstuffs are high. 


A full and satisfactory explanation 
lof prevailing prices is not possible 
on the''basis; of existing knowledge. 
It is only recently ^fha't 
agencies 


have been created in the country to 
study food distribution, and we have 
n<ft all the necessai-y facts to enable 
us to arrive at the 
truth. Where 


the food supply is located, who owns 
it, what may be the difficulties of se- 
curing it, whether the local market 
conditions are due to car shortage, 
whether there is artificial manipula- 
tion or control, no one can state 
with certainty . It is essential that 
we 'have the facts not only because'; 
of the lifeht they might throw 
on 


present conditions but also because 
they are prerequisite for the work- 
ing out of a permanent, just, and 
economical system of 
marketing. 


Therefore the investigation directed 
by the President ought to be made 
promptly and Congress ought to give 
the Federal Trade Commission and

tion of waste. As a Nation we seem 
to have a disdain <jf economizing. In 
many homes there is a strong feel- 
ing that it is 'only decent' to 
pro- 


Aide more food than will be eaten 
and that it is Demeaning <to 
reckon 


closely. The experts of . Jthe De- 
partment, of'Agriculture report 
to 


me. that the dietary studies made by 
them point to an annual food waste 
of about .$700,OOOjOOO. 
Of course, 


the waste in families of very limit- 
ed means is "sljght,'-but in the fami- 
lies of moderate and ample means 
the waste is considerable. 
Even if 


the estimate were reduced bjT half 
the waste would still be enormous. 


The food waste in the household, 


the experts assert, results in large 
measure from bad preparation and 
bad cooking, from improper 
care 


and handling, 'and,, in well-to-do 
families, from 
serving 
an undue 


number of courses 
and an over- 


abundant 
supply 
and failing to 


save and utilize the food .not con-
